iug all towns en route, Two con- 
crete lane , t ach 24 feet wide, will 
be separated by a ten foot land­ 
scaped parkway. 
For more than a hundred years 
Pennsylvani 
has tried to build a 
road that would overcome many of 
the harriers presented by the Alle­ 
gheny Mountains. As far back as 
I n 3 7 
I ennsylvauia 
appropriated 
money for a railroad through the 
mountains 
which 
would 
avoid 
mountain grades In 1382 construc­ 
tion \\o r K bogan on the South Penn­ 
sylvania 
Railroad which reduced 
mountain grades 13,000 feet long to 
less than 4,000 feet and gradients 
from 9 pc r cent to less than 3 per 
c e n t The project was abac hmed 


after ten million dollars had been 
spent on It. 
In 1937 (he Pennsylvania T u rn ­ 
pike Commission was created and 
the 
R RC. 
and 
P W A. 
provided 
loans of $70,000,000 to finance the 
construction of the turnpike. The 
Commission purchased with $2,000,- 
OOO of this money the abandoned 
railroad, thus obtaining 124 miles 
of roadbed and seven tunnels. In 
October 1938, work on the new road 
started, Involving the largest high­ 
way earth moving job In the his­ 
tory of the world. Before the new 
turnpike is finished 26 million cubic 
yards of earth and rock will have 
been excavated. A total of 392,000 
tons of cement, 50,000 tons of steel, 
700,000 tons of sand and more than 
a million tons of crushed stone will 
go into the new highway, the build­ 
ing of which will entail the use of 
$25,000,000 worth of road building 
machinery to complete the job in 
20 month# instead of the normal 
three or four years. 
At its peak, work on the turnpike 
required 16,000 men on the payrolls 
of 127 general contractors. The total 
cost per mile of the road will be 
$279,000. 
Draining 
and 
grading 
alone will cost $139,700 per mile as 


against $25,000 per mile for ordinary 
road building 
ane six and one- 
half miles of 
mels will be used, 
all concrete 
1 ,ed, power-vmtiUted 
and equipped with various safety 
devices. These tunnels will reduce 
grades and curves, cut down mile­ 
age and defeat traffic-delaying fogs 
and storms on mountain tops. 
Although this new b id i way will 
be known 
fficially as the Pennsyl­ 
vania Turnpike, it is popularly re 
terred to as the “dream hi Mi way.' 
Even now truck and bus operators 
are preparing to use it as a time 
and money-saver on runs between 
New York and Cnicago. At present 
most trucks avoid the Pennsylvania 
Mountains and use a northern rout" 
some 134 miles longer than 
th-- 
Turnpike route. 
Interest 
has al­ 
ready been shown in extending the 
road to the United States Navy 
Yard at Philadelphia and the Com- 
mission is also viewing the possi­ 
bility of carrying it at the western 
end 
to

line.
